Burford replaced as director 
of BLM after eight years

GRAND JUNCTION - Bob 
Burford, a Grand Junction 
rancher and former speaker of 
the Colorado House, has been re¬ 
placed as director of the U S. Bu¬ 
reau of Land Management and 
says he may become a lobbyist 

“I guess they thought I’d been 
here long enough,” Burford said 
m a telephone interview from his 
Washington, D.C., office Thurs¬ 
day. 

Burford, 65, has directed the 
BLM for eight years, longer than 
any other director the BLM has 
had 

He was one of several Colora¬ 
do Republicans named to high of¬ 
fice in 1981 when Ronald Reagan 
became president, and he was 
the only one who lasted through 
the Reagan years. 

Burford’s wife, Anne Gorsuch 
Burford, was ousted as director 
of the Environmental Protection 
Agency after a stormy tenure, 
and James Watt’s stay as Interi¬ 


or Secretary 
was one of 
the Reagan 
administra¬ 
tion’s most 
heated con¬ 
troversies 
Bob Bur¬ 
ford, howev 
er, largely 
avoided na 
tionwide 
controversy, 
although his agency’s decisions 
involving oil shale claims and 
grazing fees have been widely 
criticized by some. 

Burford wanted to continue as 
director, but President Bush ap¬ 
pointed Delos Cy Jamison, 40, a 
member of the House Interior 
Committee staff, to take over the 
post pending Senate confirma¬ 
tion. 

The dale for the change of 
command at the agency’ hasn’t 
been set, Burford said.

Denver Mint Superintendent 
Cynthia Grassby Baker’s resigna¬ 
tion has been accepted by Presi¬ 
dent Bush. 

She has headed the Denver Mint 
since January 1988 

Baker, 42, a political protege of 
Republican kingpin Joseph Coors, 
stirred controversy when she was 
named to the job because earlier 
she had been accused of wasting 
money when she ran a private 
fund-raising operation for the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts. 

Baker’s last day on the job will 
be May 5, said Terry Abdoo, press 
secretary for the U.S. Mint in 
Washington, D C Bush announced 
the development Wednesday. Bak¬ 
er was not available for comment. 

Abdoo said that Baker's succes- 
i sor has not been chosen. 

Although all presidential appoin¬ 
tees traditionally submit resigna¬ 
tions when administrations change. 
Baker is one of only two political 
appointees who heads a mint. The 
other is Clifford Barber, superin¬ 
tendent of the West Point, NY, 
Mint The Philadelphia and San 
Francisco mints are managed by 
non-political managers 

Baker’s appointment to head the 
Denver Mint raised eyebrows 
when it was announced in April 
1987 not only because of the earlier 
criticism but because some ques¬ 
tioned her qualifications for the job 
since she had no manufacturing ex¬ 
perience 

The mint is a factory with an 
$11.6 million annual budget and 
more than 300 employees. It pro¬ 


duces about 6.7 billion coins yearly 
When her nomination was ap¬ 
proved, both Colorado Sens. Bill 
Armstrong, a Republican, and Tim 
Wirth, a Democrat, voted for Bak¬ 
er without comment. 

In 1985, Rep. Cardiss Collins, an 
Illinois Democrat, denounced Bak¬ 


er as unqualified for the arts en¬ 
dowment job and charged that the 
Colorado Republican misused trav 
el money.

In war on drugs, INS plays leading role 


submitted by 
the U.S. Dept, of Justice 
Amidst the reams of written words and 
hairs of radio and television coverage of 
the drug war. one federal agency in the 
forefront of the battle has gone largely 
unrecognized. 

The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) plays a major role in 
federal drug interdiction efforts. Staus- 
ucs for the first quarter of fiscal year 
1988 show that INS has been involved in 
the seizure of 57 percent of the cocaine. 
66 percent of die marijuana, and 84 
percent of the heroin interdicted on the 
U3. Mexican border. INS seizures in 
fiscal year 1987 more than doubled over 
the previous year and arc well on the way 
to lopping “87 figures. The street value 
of drugs seized by INS exceeded $582 mil¬ 
lion. a figure not far behind the entire 
INS budget for FY 87. 

INS also is a leader in drug demand 
reduction education. It has developed a 
successful and highly praised school 
program using border patrol uniformed 
agents and drug-dciccung dogs to 
promote the “Just Say No!” theme for

students. INS officers have made 
presentations to thousands of schools and 
local service organizations and to 
200,000 students. Such programs 
demonstrate how much can be 
accomplished at minimal cost when an 
agency works with state and local 
officials to address a mutual problem. 

The INS border patrol has arrested over 
one million aliens at tempting illegal 
entry to the U.S. in each of the last five 
years These illegal entrants present a 
law enforcement problem. INS efforts 
also provide several important benefits in 
the comprehensive efforts of the govern¬ 
ment to combat drugs and effectively 
control borders. First, they intercept 
both aliens and drug shipments which 
have illegally crossed our borders. In the 
first four months of FY 88. over 60 
percent of the drugs seized on the 
southwest border, whether at ports of 
entry or between the ports, was seized by 
the border patrol. 

Second, INS enforcement allows us to 
preserve foreign policy goals and posse 
comitatus policy to rely on civil law 
rather than military enforcement to patrol 
U3. borders. 

Thud. INS protects and saves the lives 
of aliens, who are preyed upon by border 
bandits, and of countless individuals last 
in the mountains and deserts of the 
southwest. Border patrol training and 
ex peruse in Spanish language and border 
enforcement techniques, especially in the 
ability to follow tracks through remote 
areas, has prevented many tragedies. 

Fourth, border patrol operations 
support local communities and law 
enforcement by assisting in emergency 
situations and maintaining the border area 
cultural heritage. The majority of border 
patrol employees are native to the border 
area and are keenly sensitive to the strong 
cultural tics that span the border. 

Fifth, an important consideration in 
the INS role is that over 70 percent of 
criminal cases handled by federal drug 
interdiction agencies involves aliens. 
This linkage of drugs and aliens is very 
significant 

Sixth, INS is committed to continuing 
and expanding Operation Alliance and 
similar border task force oepraoons to 
detea and intercept drug shipments as 
they cross our borders. Trained dogs 
recently have proven effective in 
detecting the concealment of smuggled 
aliens and drugs in vehicles and 
containers. 

Finally, the deportation by INS of 
alien drug traffickers, and barring their re-

You arrived in Denver, and from yo^ 
f irs i glimpse of them, the Rocky 

Mountains seemed to beckon you to 

leave the city and head for the high 
country. You set out the next morning 
for the mountains, eager to discover the 
beauty of Colorado. But as you gazed at 

the panoramic view below, you began to 
feel light-headed, dizzy, and a little 
nauseated. 

If this happened to you, chances are it 
wasn't something you ale that made you 
ill; it wg$ high altitude sickness. 
Newcomers* to Denver need to take 
precautions against altitude sickness, 
particularly if they exercise regularly or 
plan to explore the mountains. 

According to Ann Myers, fitness 
specialist, wellness consultant, and 
owner of Fresh Air health promotion 
service, most people don't have any 
difficulty adjusting to Denver's altitude, 
but going into the higher elevations may 
be a problem for some. 

"I always recommend is to stay in 
Denver for a day before they go higher," 
she said. 

Myers also suggests that not overdoing 
the exercise (or even expecting a regular 
work-out)nd avoiding alcohol will ease 
the body's adjustment 


Avoiding alcohol i 
so, is important. . 

"Alcohol really seems to get in the 
way of the adjustment period, Myers 
said Another word about drinking upon 
arrival to Denver the same amount of 

alcohol will have a greater effect on a 
person's system than it did m a lower 

elevation. . , 

Another guard against altitude sicknes 

is being in good shape. 

"The less fit you are, the more of a 
problem you might have," Myers said. 
This opinion is shared by Marilyn 
Bourn, RN, EMTP, and EMS educator at 
the University of Colorado's Health 
Sciences Center. 

"Some studies suggest that if you re 
not well-nourished, you will get sick 
more (in a higher elevation)," Bourn said. 
"Someone who drinks heavily or is 
overweight will feel worse here." 

Activities such as aerobics, running, 
biking, or even walking all benefit the 
cardiovascular system to the extent that 
the body of a well conditioned person 
will be better able to handle the strain of 
a higher altitude than his sedentary 
counterpart. 

Bourn warns regular exercisers to take 
it easy for the first couple of weeks in

has adjusted to the altitude, his strength 
will be increased In a higher elevation 
the low content of oxygen in the air 
prompts the body to produce more red 
blood cells which carry oxygen to the 
body. This is why athletes sometimes 
train in Colorado, according to Myers; 
when they return to a lower elevation, 
the elevated number of red blood cells 
makes them stronger, at least 
temporarily. 

How do you know if you are suffering 
from high altitude sickness? The 
symptoms are shortness of breath, 
dizziness, perhaps queasiness or a 
headache. Anyone who experiences these 
symptoms and has reason to believe they 
could be the result of elevation should 
get to a lower elevation immediately. If 
they don't feel better then, they should 
sec a doctor for treatment

As Director of the Women's Bureau in 
the U.S. Dept of Labor, Shiricy Dennis 
serves as a policy advisor to Secretary of 
Labor Ann McLaughlin and as an 
advocate for the needs and concerns of 
women in the work force. Created by a 
1920 act of Congress, the Women’s 
Bureau is charged with formulating 
standards and policies to promote the 
wellare of wage-earning women, improve 
then working conditions, increase then 
efficiency, and advance their 
opportunities for profitable employment. 

In 1977, she was designated by 
Redbook magazine as one of 12 outstand¬ 
ing women in Pennsylvania. 

As Secretary of the Pennsylvania Dept, 
of Community Affairs from 1979 to 
1986. Dennis served as the chief advocate 
in state government for Pennsylvania's 
low-income citizens and for its more than 
2.600 municipalities. 

Prior to her appointment as Secretary of 
the Pennsylvania Dept, of Community 
Affairs, Dennis served as execuuve 
deputy secretary and then as acting 
secretary. 

From 1971 to 1979. Dennis was 
managing director of the Housing Assoc 
of Delaware Valley, a United Way- 
supported housing research and advocacy 
agency in Philadelphia. 

Before that, as housing director of the 
Philadelphia Urban League and as an 
equal opportunity specialist for the city's

began her career as a sales and office 
manager for a real estate firm in 
Philadelphia.

She previously attended 
Cbeyney University in Penn., where she 
completed courses in education and the 
humanities. She also received an 
honorary Doctorate of Laws Degree from 
Lincoln University.
